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THE UNITED STATES DOLLAR. 


(CONTINUED.) 





O Dollars were issued from the Mint, in the year 1837. In 1838, 

a limited number was coined, the design differing from those in 

1836, on the obverse, in having thirteen stars around the figure of 

Liberty seated, seven of the number being toward her right ,hand, five 

toward her left and one between the head ‘and cap. On the reverse th: 

stars are omitted; leaving the field between the eagle and legend, plain, 
A fine proof dollar of 1838, sells for about forty dollars. 

In 1839, the same designs were adopted. The issue was larger than the 
year previous, but still sufficiently small to make them bring twenty five to 
thirty dollars in 1880. 

The obverse design of 1838, was continued on the American dollar until 
1873, when the trade dollar was adopted. The reverse, however, was 





changed in 1840. The eagle here is displayed, a shield, similar to that on 
the old dollar, reverse, Only smaller, is shown upon ‘he breast. The left 
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talon has three arrows in it, the right has the olive-branch. Below these, 
“One Dol.” This style of reverse was continued until 1865. It 
1866, there was an addition made, of a scroll above the eagle, inscribed, 
“In God we Trust.” No other change was made until 1873. 

Before the adoption of the Trade Dollar seven patterns were made and 
submitted to Congress to select from. The ugliest of them all, as regards 
the obverse, was “chosen. A giantess, eight feet high, representing the 
goddess of Liberty, looking towards the lett hand, is seated on a bale of cot- 
ton. A sheaf of ‘wheat, seetns to assist the cotton in giving her support. 
Her left hand grasps a dimly defined scroll, inscribed “ Liberty,” trailing 
over the bale. The right hand seems to be shaking an olive- branch at 
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some unseen object. On the base is inscribed, ‘ In God we Trust.” Four 
stars face the lady, two are between her head and branch, and seven 
are behind her. Reverse ; an eagle displayed, rampant. The right talon 
has three arrows, the left a non- -deseript branch, that it might puzzle botan- 
ists to explain. "A scroll above the eagle’s head, is inscribed “FE Pluribus 
Unum.” Legend, “ United States of America Trade Dollar 420 grains, 
900 Fine.” ‘Trade dollars were coined from 1873 to 1880. <A. bill for 
their abolition is under consideration. 

In 1878, the Standard or Bland Dollar, was adopted. Here we have a 
classic head, said to be taken from a young lady in Philadelphia. The 
hair is banged, curled, tied with a band inse eribedl “ Liberty,” has a wreath 
of cereals around it, and a c ap behind. Seven stars are facing, and six 
behind ; above “ E, Pluribus Unum” in large Roman letters, and the date 
below. Reverse similar in design to the last, but differing ercatly in exe- 
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cution. The eagle has ‘enormous wings, the arrows and branch are re- 
versed. “In God we Trust” ina straight line without the scroll and in 
Gothie character; “ United States of America” and “One Dollar,” are sepa- 
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rated by two stars. ‘There are also two consecutive half wreaths, beneath 
and around the eagle, fastened below with a ribbon. On the ordinary 
dollar, the eagle has seven feathers in the tail, Originally the bird had 
eight feathers, in 1878, the die was changed and one feather omitted un- 
intentionally by the engraver. Of the eight feathered variety it is said but 
fifty specimens were made, in proof condition, and only a few were made 
for general circulation ; consequently they are quite rare, 


Colonials of America. 
(CONTINUED,) 


MONG the early American Colonials, the money of Maryland under 

the Proprietorship of Cecil the second, Lord Baltimore, should not 

be omitted. Tobacco was a common medium of exchange, furs were 

also made use of to some extent, also powder and shot. On one occasion his 
lordship’s cattle were given to some of the soldiers, who had become 
mutinous for their pay. Ata subsequent time a tax was levied upon the 
people of several of the counties fora particular purpose. To obviate the in- 





convenience of these media of exchange, the dies for a silver coinage of shil- 
lings, six pence and groats, were prepared in London. A limited number of 
each was struck, and they are now all rare —the groats much the raost so. 
They each have a bust of Lord Baltimore, draped, looking toward the 
observer’s left. Legend, “Cecilivs; Dns: Terre Mari: &c.” Reverse. 
A lozenged shield, surmounted by a crown, and dividing the numerals, 
XIL, Vi., and LV. Legend. “Crescite: et: Multiplicamini.” 

There is also in existence a copper piece, supposed to be unique, and evi- 
dently a penny. One side hasa similar design with the silver pieces. The 
reverse has a ducal coronet with two pennants flying. Legend. “Denarivm : 
Terra Marie.” 

In 1682, the colonial legislature of New Jersey passed a law legalizing a 
kind of copper money brought from Ireland, by a settler named Mark New- 
by. There were two sizes bearing different legands on the reverse. On 
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their obverse, King Charles the First, in the character of King David, 
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appears kneeling, and playing upon a harp. Above the harp is a crown 
with a piece of brass inserted into it. Legend. ‘Floreat Rex.” The larger 
piece has on the reverse, St. Patrick standing, holding a trefoil or shamrock 
in his right hand, and a erozier in his left. Several people are around him, 
apparently to receive his blessing. At his left is a shield with the Coat of 
Arms of Dublin. Legend. ‘“Kece Grex.” 

The smaller coin has on its reverse St. Patrick standing, in his left hand 
a double cross, the right is extended. Snakes and other reptiles are fleeing 
before him. Attheright isa church. Legend. “Quiescat Plebs.” A few 
of the smaller size are found in silver. But in either metal they are very 
searce ; and usually they are badly worn by circulation. 
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The obverse is from a rather common English token known now as the 
London elephant. The animal is standing with his head down. ‘There is 
no legend. Reverse, “God: Preserve: Carolina: and the Lords: Pro- 
prieters: 1694.” This is in six lines; one variety spells one word Proprie- 
tors, and is of great rarity. 

There is also a New England elephant. Obverse from the same die as the 
last London piece. Reverse, “God: Preserve: New: England : 1694” in 
five lines. Only two or three of these are known at the present time. A 
very fine one sold in the Mickley collection in 1867, for $235.00. William 
S. Appleton, of Boston, was the purchaser. 

An interesting medalet that passed as money among the colonists is known 
at the Pitt token. A bust of the orator, is cireamscribed with the legend. 
“ The restorer of Commerce 1776. No stamps” The other side has a 
ship with canvass spread and five flags flying, sailing toward the observer's 





right ; she is about striking on the word ‘“ America”, which is placed ina 
straight line in the right field. Legend. “Thanks to the friends of Liberty 
and Trade.” The piece brings from twenty-five cents to five or six dollars, 
according to condition.

The needs of the colonists for a circulating medium was met in 1722--23, 
by the issue of the Rosa Americana money. A man named William Wood 
obtained patents for coining Irish and American tokens. Both of them, how- 
eyer, were much used in the latter country. The Rosa’s are in a composi-: 
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tion according to the terms of the patent, of silver, brass and spelter. The 
largest piece, usually called the penny, has a head of George |., looking to 
the right, laureated. Legend. “Georgivs: D: G: Mag: Bri: Fra: et. 
Hib: Rex.” Reverse a full blown rose (in some cases surmounted with a 
crown). Legend. “Rosa Americana, 1722” (or 1723.) On a scroll below, is 
the sentiment. “Utile Dulci.” One variety is without the scroll. The half 
penny is similar ; a few are found with the date 1724. The farthing is also 
similar. The words Utile Dulci, are never found on the uncrowned half- 
pence and farthings. Fine specimens of the Rosa’s, bring from five to ten 
dollars each. The rarer varieties of course much more.

An extremely rare Rosa Americana of the largest size, exists, of the date 
1733. One of them is said to be in the British Museum. Another was 
sold from the collection of Dr. Charles Clay of Manchester, England, in 
New York City, in the year 1871, for 190 dollars. Obverse, laureated 
bust of George II. “Georgivs II, D. G. Rex.” Reverse. Rose branch 
with seven leaves, a full-blown rose and a bud crowned ; “ Rosa Americana, 
1733.” ‘Utile Pulci,” on a scroll, beneath the rose. 





UNITED STATES COPPER COINS. 


(CONTINUED.) 





N its general character the cent of 1794 resembles the Liberty cap 
cent of 1793. It is slightly thicker and proportionally smaller in diam- 
eter, Instead of the beaded border, it has a serrated milling on both 

sides, Many dies were used during the year, whose light variations have 
afforded a study to coin collectors. One of them resembles its predecessor in 
date, almost exactly. ‘wo others differ only in a slight degree. In others the 
letters and figures vary in size, position, &ec. ; as do also the bust, cap, pole, 
different parts of the half wreaths and their connecting ribbon. Some of 
them approach in style the cent of 1795, and one is its exact counterpart. 
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The essential difference between the main issues of 1794 and 1795, being 
that in the latter year the two or more adjoining hairs appear to be plaited 
together just before the termination. These varieties are hence sometimes 
called the “ Plice.” ‘The lower combination or plait, also makes less of a 
hook at the end than is seen in the 1794’s, 

On the reverse the most noticeable differences are, in one, the absence of 
a dividing line in the fraction ; and in another, a ring of ninty one minute 
stars arranged around the periphery, some of them more or less obliterated 
by the milling. Both these varieties are quite rare. We have seen three 
only of each. 

The half cent of 1794, is the exact counterpart of the cent. Like that 
of 1793, the edge is lettered. “Two hundred for a dollar.’ There were 
several dies, varying slightly, the differences not of much interest. 

Of the cent and half cent of 1795, we have the lettered and the unlet- 
tered edge variety. ‘The latter are lightest in weight, in accordance with a 
law changing the standard forthe future. In a few cabinets is found a cent 
bearing date of 1795, that is wholly different in artistic make from all 
other cents. The hair is much finer, and brushed out nearly straight. 
The lowest lock, however, is shaped like the letter S, laid on its side. The 
profile and high cheek bones suggest those of an Indian. Some people 
imagine a resemblance to the portrait of Thomas Jefferson. Hence it is 
popularly known as the “ Jefferson-head cent.” The execution of the 
reverse is equally distinguishing. The ribbon-bow has three, instead of 
two turns. The leaves are longer, the berries smaller and more numerous, 
and the stems finer than in any other United States cent. Its origin is 
a mystery, some believe it to have been a pattern, while others with more 
probability assign it to a counterfeiter. At all events it is sufficiently 
rare now to bring a good price One hundred and forty-five dollars has 
been paid, for the best specimen known to the large body of collectors. 

The cents and half cents of this year with lettered edges are rarer than 
those without the lettering. The cent in fine condition bringing a much 
larger price than the half cent. They made a Liberty cap cent and half 
cent in 1796. ‘The latter is particularly hard to find, and is regarded as the 
rarest of the series. There was also made a new style of obverse during this 
year, which also was used in 1797 and 1798. For the first time the bust is 
draped. A fillet on the back of head is revealed by its bow. But the 
hairs generally end in curls, one on the cheek, two on the neck, and several 
others behind, The liberty cap is omitted, as is the lettering on the edge, 
never to reappear on the American cent. 

Both varieties of the cent of 1796 are not rare, one about as plentiful as 
the other. But in an uncirculated condition the Liberty Cap is much less 
seldom seen than the other, and will command about double the price. 

In 1797, no change to remark excepting that there exists a half cent 
with lettered edge. It is rare. The ordinary variety is common. 
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AMUSING SCENES OF THE REVOLUTION

JOURNAL OF A YOUNG LADY, 


Kept for the amusement of her friend Deborah Norris, afterwards the wife 
of Dr. George Logan, of Stenton, Pennsylvania. 


| NDER the impression that the British army would very soon take 

possession of Philadelphia, one of its highly respectable citizens re- 
moved his family to North Wales, in the county of Montgomery, Pennsyl- 
vania, and the following lively, amusing and natural Journal was written 
by his daughter, then in her fifteenth year. It was addressed to her friend 
and schoolmate, Deborah Norris, subsequently married to Doctor George 
Logan, the grandson of James Logan, and has been kindly loaned by the 
family of the writer. 

‘To the youth of the writer must be ascribed any inaccuracies of expres- 
sion which may be discovered. It has been carefully copied from the much- 
faded original, and the punctuation only corrected. ‘Che Journal gives a peep 
at the manners of the day, and introduces us to the American army ina 
most characteristic manner. 


To Deborah Norris. 
1776-7. 

Though I have vot the least shadow of an opportunity to send a letter if 
I do write, I will keep a sort of Journal of the time that may expire before 
I see thee: the perusal of it may some time hence give pleasure in a solitary 
hour to thee and our 8. J. 

Yesterday, which was the 24th of September, two Virginia officers called 
at our house, and informed us that the British army had crossed the Schuy]- 
kill. Presently after, another person stopped and confirmed what they had 
said, and that General Washington and army were near Pittsgrove. Well, 
thee may be sure we were sufficiently scared ; however, the road was very 
still till evening. About seven o’clock we heard a great noise ; to the door 
we all went a large number of waggons with about three hundred of the 
Philadelphia militia: they begged for drink, and several pushed into the 
house ; one of those that entered was a little tipsy, and had a mind to be 
saucy. I then thought it time for me to retreat; so figure me, mightily 
scared as not having presence of mind enough to face so many of the milit- 
ary, running in at one door and out another, all in a shake with fear; but 
after a while, seeing the officers appear gentlemanly and the soldiers civil, 
I called reason to my aid; my fears were in some measure dispelled, tho’ 
my teeth rattled, and my hand shook like an aspin leaf. They did not offer 
to take their quarters with us, so, with many blessings and as many adieus, 
they marched off. 

I have given the most material occurrences of yesterday faithfully. 

Fourth day, Sept. 25th.—This day, till 12 o’clock, the road was mighty 
quiet, when Hobson Jones came riding along. About that time he made a 
stop at our door, and said the British were at Skippac road; that we should 
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soon see their light horse. and a party of Hessians had actually turned into 
our lane. My Dadda and Mamma gave it the credit it deserved, for he 
does not keep strictly to the truth in all respects; but the delicate and 
chicken-hearted Liddy and me were wretchedly scared. We could say noth- 
ing but “ Oh! what shall we do? What will become of us?” These questions 
only augmented the terror we were in: Well, the fright went off; we seen 
no light horse or Hessians. O. Foulke came here in the evening, and told 
us that General Washington had come down as far as the Trap, and that 
General McDougle’s brigade was stationed at Montgomery, consisting of 
about 16 hundred men. This he had from Dr, Edwards, Lord Stirling’s 
aid-de-camp ; so we expected to be in the midst ef one army or t’other. 

- 5th day, Sept. 26th.—We were unusually silent all the morning ; no pas- 
sengers came by the house, except to the Mill, and we don’t place much de- 
pendance on Mill news. About 12 o’clock, cousin Jesse heard that General 
Howe’s army had moved down towards Philadelphia. Then, my dear, cur 
hopes and fears were engaged for you. However, my advice is, summon up 
all your resolution, call Fortitude to your aid, don’t suffer ycur spirits to 
sink, my dear; there’s nothing like courage; ’tis what I stand in need of 
myself, but unfortunately have but little of it in my composition. I was 
standing in the kitchen about 12, when somebody came to me in a hurry, 
screaming, ‘ Sally, Sally, here are the light horse.” This was by far the 
greatest fright which I had endured ; fear tack’d wings to my feet ; I was 
at the house in a moment ; at the porch I stopt, and it really was the light 
horse. I run immediately to the Western door, where the family were as- 
sembled anxiously waiting for the event. They rode up to the door and 
halted, and enquired if we had horses to sell; he was answer’d negatively. 
“Have not you, sir,” to my father, “two black horses ?” “Yes, but have no 
mind to dispose of them.” My terror had by this time nearly subsided, 
The officer and men behaved perfectly civil; the first drank two glasses of 
wine, rode away, bidding his men follow, which, after adicus in number, 
they did. ‘The officer was Lieutenant Lindsay, of Bland’s regiment, Lee’s 
troop. The men to our great joy, were Americans, and but 4 in all. It 
has rained all this afternoon, and, to present appearances, will all night. In 
all probability the English will take possession of the city to-morrow or 
next day. What a change will it be! May the Almighty take you under 
his protection, for without his Divine aid all human assistance is vain. 


“May Heaven’s guardian arm protect my absent friends, 
From danger guard them, from want defend,” 


Forgive, my dear, the repetition of these lines, but they just darted into my 
mind, 

’ . ’ . » = ° 

Nothing worth relating has occurred this afternoon. Now for trifles. J 
have set a stocking on the needles, and intend to be mighty industrious ! 
This evening some of our folks heard a very heavy cannon. We suppose 
it to be fired by the English. The report seem’d to come from Philadelphia. 
We hear the American army will be within five miles of us to-night. The 
uncertainty of our position engrosses me quite ; perhaps to be in the midst 
of war and ruin and the clang of arms! But we must hope the best. * * 

Here, my dear, passes an interval of several weeks, in which nothing 
happen’d worth the time and paper it would take to write it. The English, 
however, in the interim had taken possession of the city. 
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Oct. the 19, second day.—Now for the new and uncommon scenes! As 
I was laying in bed and ruminating on past and present events, and think- 
ing how happy I should be if I could see you, Liddy came running into 
the room, and said there was the greatest drumming, fifing, and rattling of 
waggons that eyer she had heard. What to make of this we were at a loss. 
We dress’d, and down stairs in a hurry. Our wonder ceased: the British 
had left Germantown, and our army Were marching to take possession, It 
was the general opinion they wou’d evacuate the capital. Sister B. and 
myself and G. E. went about half a mile from home, where we cou’d see 
the army pass. Thee will stare at my going, but no impropriety in my 
opine, or I should not have gone. We made no great stay, but return’d 
with excellent appetites for our breakfast. Several officers call’d to get 
some refreshments, but none of consequence till the afternoon, Cousin P. 
and myself were sitting at the door; I in a green skirt, dark short-gown, 
&e. Two genteel men of the military order rode up to the door : “Your 
servant, ladies,” &e.; ask’d if they could have quarters for General Small- 
wood, Aunt F, thought she could accommodate them as well as most of 
her neighbors; said they could, One of the officers dismounted, and wrote 
“SMALLWOOD’S QUARTERS” over the door, which secured us from stragg- 
ling soldiers. After this he mounted his steed and rode away, When we 
were alone, our dress and lips were put up in order for conquest, and the 
hopes of adventures gave brightness to each before passive countenance. 

Thee must be told of a Dr. Gould, who, by accident, had made acquaint- 
ance with my father,—a sensible, conversible man, a Carolinian,—and had 
come to bid us adieu, Daddy had prevailed on him to stay a day or two 
with us. In the evening his Generalship came, with six attendants, which 
compos’d his family ; a large guard of soldiers, a number of horses and 
baggage-waggons, the yard and house in confusion, and glitter’d with mil- 
itary equipments. Gould was intimate with Smallwood, and had gone into 
Jesse’s to see him: while he was there, there was great running up and 
down stairs, so I had an opportunity of seeing and being seen: the former 
the most agreeable, to be sure. One person, in particular; attracted my 
notice: he appear’d cross and resery’d; but thee shall see how agreeably 
disapointed I was. Dr. Gould usher’d the gentlemen into our parlour, and 
introdue’d them—“Genl. Smallwood, Capt. Furnival, Major Stodard, Mr. 
Prig, Capt. Finley, and Mr. Clagan, Col. Wood, and Col. Line.” These 
last two did not come with the Gen’l; they are Virginians, and both in- 
dispos’d The Gen’|. and suite are Marylanders. Be assur’d I did not stay 
Jong with so many men, but secur’d a good retreat, heart-safe so far. Some 
sup’d with us, others at Jesse’s; they retir’d about 10 in good order. How 
new is our situation! I feel in good spirits, though surrounded by an 
army, the house full of officers, the yard alive with soldiers,—very peace- 
able sort of people, tho’; they eat like other folks, talk like them, and be- 
have themselves with elegance ; so I will not be afraid of them, that I 
won't! Adieu. I am going to my chamber, to dream, I suppose, of 
bayonets and swords, sashes, guns, and epaulets. 

3d day morn, Oct. 20th.—I dare say thee is impatient to know my senti- 
ments of the officers; so, while Somnos embraces them, and the house is 
still, take their characters according to their rank. The Gen’ is tall, portly, 
well made; a truly martial air, the behaviour and manners of a gentleman, 
a good understanding, and great humanity of disposition, constitute the 
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character of Smallwood, Col. Wood, rae ae we Baar of ita and what 
we see, is one of the most amiable of men; tall and genteel, an agreeable 
countenance and deportment. The following line will more fully Poharace 
terize him :— 














“How skill’d he is in each obliging art, 
The mildest manners and the brayest heart.” 


The cause he is fighting for alone tears him from the society of an amiable 
wife and engaging daughter ; ; with tears in his eyes he often mentions the 
sweets of domestic life. Col. Line is not married ; so let me not be too 
warm in his praise, least you suspect. He is monstrous tall and brow n, but 
has a certain something in his face and conversation very agreeable ; he en- 
tertains the highest notions of honour, is sensible and humane, and a brave 
officer; he is only seven and twenty years old, but, by a long indisposition 
and constant fatigue, looks vastly older; and almost worn to a skeleton, but 
very lively and talkative. Capt. F urnival—I need not say more of him, 
than that he has, excepting one or two, the handsomest face ‘T ever seen, a 
very fine person, fine light hair, and a great deal of it adds to the beauty 
of his face. Well, here comes the ¢ glory, the Major, so bashful, so famons, 
&e., he should come before the Captain, but never mind. [at first thought 
the "Major cross and proud, but I was mistaken; he is about nineteen,

Fourth day, Oct. 21st. —I just now met the Major, very reserv’d ; 
nothing but “Good morning,” or “Your servant, Madam,” but Furnival is 
most agreeable ; he chats at every opportunity, but luc skily has a wife! I 
have heard strange things of the Major. With a fortune of thirty thousand 
pounds, inde »pendent of any body; the Major moreover is vastly bashful ; 
so much so he can hardly look at the ladies. [Excuse me, good sir; I 
really thought you were not clever ; if’tis bashfulness only, will drive that 
away. | 

Fifth day, sixth day, and seventh day pass’d, The Gen’l still here; the 
Major still bashful. 

First day evening.—Prepare to hear amazing things. The Gen’l was 
invited to dine, was engag’d; but Col. Wood, Major Stodard, and Dr. 

Edwards din’d ‘with us. In the afternoon, Stodard addressing himself to

Capt. Furnival is gone to Baltimore, the residence of his 
belov’d wife. The Major and I had a little chat to ourselves this eve. 
No harm, I assure thee: he and J are friends. 

This eve came a parson belonging to the army. He is {how shall I de- 
scribe him ?] near seven foot high, thin and meagre, not a single personal 
charm, and very few mental ones. He fell violently in love with Liddy at 
first sight ; the first discover’d conquest that has been made since the arrival 
of the Gen’l. Come shall we chat about Col. Guest? He’s very pretty ; 
a charming person ; his eyes are exceptionable ; very stern ; and he so rolls 
them about that mine always fall under them. He bears the character of 
a brave officer ; another admirer of Liddy’s, and sheis of him, When will 
Sally’s admirers appear? Ah! that indeed. Why, Sally has not charms 
sufficient to pierce the heart of a soldier!

adventure with him this morn. We were in his chamber, chatting about 
our little affairs, and no idea of being interrupted ; we were standing up, 
each an arm on a chest of drawers ; the door bang’ d open !—Col, Wood was 
in the room; we started! the colour flew into onr faces and crimson’d us 
over; the tears flew into my eyes. It was very silly; but his coming was 
so abrupt !! He was between us ‘and the door. “Ladies, do not be sear’d ; 
[ only want something from my portmanteau; I beg you not to be dis- 
turb’d,” We ran by him, like two partridges, into mamma’s room, threw 
ourselves into ¢ ‘hairs, and reproach’d each other for being so Faalish as to 
blush and look so silly!

When the moon changed, the conspira- 
tors changed their time of meeting to the 
darkness of early morning ; but the wakeful 
detectives not averse to irregular hours, 
kept time with their movements, and watch- 
ful and wary, continued observations. 

In November, 1877, Officer Drummond 
observed Cole from time to time visit es- 
tablishments in Philadelphia where bond 
paper, lithographers’ ink and materials 
for plate printing were sold, Other par- 
ties, supposed to be associated with Cole 
were known to buy engravers’ tools and 
presses in New York. The counterfeit 
bills already described were issued all the 
while. Cole was as good as known to be 
pushing business in supplying them, yet 
month after month went by and nothing 
could be fastened upon him, nothing pos- 
itively known of his associates, and only 
suspicion reported of his operations. Yet 
the wary Cole duly appreciated the atten- 
tion constantly given him, and compli- 
mented the local service of Philadelphia 
by changing the base of his operations. 








Charles Ulrich, who was pardoned from 
the state’s prison at Columbus, Ohio, in 
1876, was pretty much lost sight of for a 
year or two after leaving that city, yet his 
work had been suspécted, and in the month 
of April. 1878 he was discovered in an 
obseure town in New Jersey, by Operative 
H. R. Curtis, of the New York district, 
and tracked to the City Line Hotel, at Oak 
Lane, about six miles from Philadelphia, 
on the North Pennsylvania Railroad. He 
was then turned over to the mercics of the 
Philadelphia officers of the Service, who 
located him in a few days at No. 2041 
Hope street. Philadelphia, where Cole vis- 
ited him on several occasions. 

About the first of October, 1878, Ulrich, 
still followed by his evil genius in the 
shape of one of Drummond’s unobserved, 
all-observing Secret Service agents, left 
Vhiladelphia via Bound Brook Route to 
New York, getting off at Plainfield, and 
putting up at the City Hotel After ri- 
ding about the country for a while, Ulrich 
(as ‘James Winell,” a gentleman of leis- 
ure, from Cleveland, O.,) hired a furnished 
house at Scotch Plains, a locality in the 
town of Plainfield, N. J., about eight 
miles southwest of Rahway, and well back 
towards the mountains frem Fanwood 
railroad station. Being thus comfortably 
located in the New York District he was 
reported and transferred to Operative 
H. R, Curtis for supervision once more. 

“James Winell” became an object of 
very special attention by the Secret Ser- 
vice and in a short time, it was discovered 
that he was in the habit of receiving 
mysterious visits from “ Harry” C, Cole, of 
Philadelphia, Of course, very _ little 
went on at Scotch Plains which was not 
known at once by the wide-awake New 
York Secret Sevice officers. In conse- 


od 
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quence, on the 30th of Noveniber, 1878, 
Chiet James J. Brooks and (‘Operative H. R. 
Curtis in person made a raid on the house 
of Mr. * Winell,’ and, by a well-timed 
movement, captured Charles F. Ulrich 
hard at work upon a new counterfeit plate 
of the $100 new issue legal tender ‘lreas- 
ury Note. The plate was found to be a 
masterpiece, in which the supposed and 
boasted inimitable geometric lathe work 
Was reproduced to a microscopic nicety ! 

Ulrich made full confession to the Chief 
and implicated “ Harry” Cole as the capi- 
talist aud manager of the business. It had 
been intended, he said, as soon as the 
plate was finished, to strike off $1,000,000 
of them and push them off, half in Europe 
and half in America, 

Ulrich was put in charge of officers D. 
H. Gilkinson, of the New York District, 
and M. G. Bower, of the District of Ten- 
nessee, Who remained constantly on the 
premises for over six weeks, being some- 
times reinforced by the superintending 
presence of Operative H. R. Curtis himself. 
Meantime Cole came and went several 
times, unsuspectedly and freely, but it 
was not until the 17th of January, 1879, 
that things shaped themselves so as to per- 
fectly suit the full purpose of the patiently 
waiting officers. 

On that day Cole who had purchased 
materials for plate printing at Billington 
& Co.’s, Chestnut and Letitia streets, 
Philadelphia, and a quantity of ink of 
Charles" Enue Johnson, manufacturer, 
Tenth and Lombard streets, in the same 
city, slyly left Philadelphia in the diree- 
tion of Fanwood. But a telegram flashed 
ahead of him the news of his departure, 
and his arrival was quietly awaited in the 
residence of Mr. * Winell’ Meanwhile, 
Cole, in blissful ignorance, off his guard (?) 
for once, sped on his way and was soon in 
the company of his able engraver and 
partner, AlJl unconscious of the hidden 
eyes and ears taking in every move and 
sound, Cole eagerly discussed the plans of 
the future with Ulrich, and chuckled, 


with satisfaction at the excellence of the | 


workmanship of the unfinished plate. 
He brought the blankets purchased in 
Philadelphia, to be used by Ulrich in 
printing the notes; he remained an honr, 
and when about to leave, gave Ulrich fifty 
dollars, as had been his custom. While 
Ulrich was counting the money given him 
officers .‘Gilkinson and Bower suddenly 
stood in front of Cole and ironed him be- 
fore he’ could realize what had happened. 
A clear case against both parties, the most 
dangerous criminal combination of the 
age broken up and the whole plant cap- 
tured at one grand movement. 

During November, 1878, Officer M. G. 
Bower, being in New York, made the ac- 
quaintance of Jacob Ott, who proved to 
have been the partner of Cole and Ulrich, 


| 











and engaged with them at Oak Lane and 
Sharon Hill, near Philadelphia, in pro- 
ducing the fifties on the Broadway Na- 
tional Bank and the Tradesmen’s Nation- 
al Bank of New York, which bad been 
sent to Germany, and the fives on the 
First National of Tamaqua and Hanover, 
Pa. Ott undertook to get these plates 
from Cole for Bower, with the idea of go- 
ing into “ business” with him, §but Cole 
was too suspicious and the negotiation 
fell through. 

On the 2lst of January, 1879, Ott was 
arrested in New York city. The capture 
of all his principal associates being eflect- 
ed, the curtain was soon lifted from the 
latest scenes in the life of Henry ©. Cole. 
Cole, Ulrich and Ott had produced the 
counterfeits named in the preceding para- 
graph, but Ott, being intemperate, had 
been dropped from the combination. 

Cole received the fifties for Germany, 
and sold them, unsigned, “to three men— 
one from Canada and two from the United 
States.” These parties were Joe B. Chap- 
man and Ed. Baker—the *‘Conckling’”’ 
and “ Butler” afterwards captured at Mu- 
nich, Bayaria—and another, yet unknown. 
The bills being sold unsigned explains the 
remarkably defective signatures they bore 
and the fact that some of them had the 
names of officers of the other bank. 

There are limits to all things human, 


| and Cole, who, bragged to Seeret Service 


men that “he could not be shadowed to 
a mill,’ and who kept his boast to the 
last, actually did not seem to know the 
significance of the charter number on a 
bill! It has been a wonder to experts that 
none (or but few) of the counterfeit fifties 
on the Central National Bank of New 
York city and the Third National Bank 
of Buffalo, N. Y., or the counterfeit fives 
on the First National Bank of Tamaqua, 
Pa., had the proper charter namber. Such 
has been the fact, however, and subscri- 
bers to “Dye’s Government Counterfeit 
Detector,” knowing the real number, have 
been able to proteet themselves accord- 
ingly. Either from ignorance, or some 
queer idea of policy, it was Cole’s order 
to the printer that the eharter numbers of 
these bills should run in an imperfect se- 
ries! (De gustibus non est disputandum !) 

From Seotch Plains, Cole and Ulrich 
were taken to Newark, N. J. They were 
indicted in the United States Court at 
Trenton, N. J., January 22, 1879, exam- 
ined before United States Commissioner 
Keaseby and committed on the 23d. On 
February 4, Cole plead guilty before Judge 
Vixon, of the United States Court at 
Trenton, and on the 11th, was sentenced 
by the same Judge, to twelve years’ im- 
prisonment in state’s prison and to pay a 
fine of two thousand @ollars. 
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THE METRIC SYSTEM. 


The report on the metric system, reported 
from the Committee on Coinage by Mr. 
Stephens February 12, recommends the pas- 
sage of a number of bills, as follows ; 

Yo authorize the making of ingots of fine 
gold and fine silver of the value of $100 each 
for exportation and manufacturers: to au- 
thorize a new metric gold coin, for interna- 
tional use, to be known as the “Stella.” This 
coin is to contain six grains of pure gold, 
three decigrams of pure silver and seven de- 
cigrams of copper. Its weight is to be seven 
grains, and ef the value of $4 United States 
standard. The mints are to make the coins 
upon the same terms as other coinage. Wil- 
liam Wheeler Hubbell, who origninated the 
idea of this coin, is to receive a seigniorage 
of one mill to the dollar of the value of the 
alloy. Also a bill to authorize the coinage 
of the goloid metric dollar, two dollars, and 
fractions of a dollar, and the coinage of the 
metric gold double eagle, eagle, and half 
eagle, all to be of standard value. These 


coins are to be a legal tender the Same as | 


other coins of the United States. 
coins are to contain parts of gold, silver and 
copper. 
of ingots of metric gold alloy, and to provide 
for issue of certificates of the denomination 
of $100. Therefore any holder of silver or 
gold bullion or coin may have the same 
coined at any mint of the United States in- 


All these | 


to ingots of metric gold or goloid of not less | 


than $500 in value of each ingot. The pro- 
portions of this coin are to be 750 grains of 
gold, 374 grains of silver, and 87} grains of 
copper. The bills will be taken up for con- 
sideration at the next call of the committee. 





Continental Currency. 


The first issue of Continental Currency was 
made June 22, 1775, and was apportioned 
among the States according to population. 
Rhode Island speedily declared any person 
a public enemy who refused to take the notes, 
wnd other States soon followed with laws of 
the same purport, Another issue followed 
in that year, and on January 11, 1776, Con- 
gress passed a resolution declaring that ‘any 
person who shall hereafter be so lost to all 
virtue and regard for his country as to re- 
fuse to receive said bills in payment, or ob- 
struct and discourage the circulation thereof, 
and shall be duly convicted by the commit- 
tee of the city, country or district, or in case 
of appeal from their decision by the Assem- 
bly, convention, conncil or committee of 
safety of the Colony where he shall reside, 
sach person shall be deemed, published and 
treated as un enemy of his country, and pre- 
cluded from all trade or intercourse with the 
inhabitants of these Colonies.” From that 
time the records of early days are full of 











acts, resolutions and declarations aimed at 
people who refused to take Continental cur- 
rency, which sank (0 a value of only one- 
fifth of one cent on the dollar, though $168, 
280,219 of that currency was finally funded, 
and the holders received one cent on the 
dollar, or $1,082,802. 


A Female Counterfeiter. 


At Otsego recently Mrs, Lafayette Inger- 
soll was fully committed for trial by United 
States Commissioner Getty in $5,000 bail to 
answer the charge of manufacturing and 
uttering counterfeit coin, ‘Thus far 7 of the 
gang of fifteen arrested by the United States 
secret service agents have been held to bail 
for trial, viz ; Sylvanus Reynolds of New 
York, in $10,000 ; Lafayette Ingersoll, $8,000 
David Bonnel, Jeff Tousley, Neva Ingersoll, 
Lavinia Look and Mrs, Ingersoll in $5,000 
each. None of these have been able to find 
bail on account of the complete case the 
United States has against them, Leading 
lawyers of the county to whom they have 


| appealed have refused to accept retainers, 
Also a bill to authorize the mintage | 


advising the couterfeiters to plead guilty 
when their cases come to trial as the easiest 
way cut of their trouble, and thus get a light- 
er sentence. Two of those arrested will prob- 
ably escape. These are Mrs. Rosetta Stevens 
wife of a Sandy Creek butcher, whom her 
husband is said to have used as a tool to pass 
the coin without informing her of its char- 
acter, The other is Ida Ingersoll, who was 
discharged by Commissioner Getty on 
account of her youth, she being but 13 years 
old. Six remain to be examined. As nearly 
as can be estimated, taking into aecount 
their purchase of raw material, the gang has 
passed during the last year in nothern New 
York at least $10,000 in counterfeit coin. 
They have also put in circulation $5.000 in 
counterfeit bills, most of them on the Na- 
tional State Bank of Troy. 


THE METRIC SYSTEM. 


It may not be generally known that we 
have, in the nickel five cent piece of our 
coinage, a key to the tables of linear meas- 
ures and of weights. The diameter of this 
coin is 2 centimeters, and its weight is 5 
grammes. Five of them placed in a row 
will, of course, give the length of the deci- 
meter ; and two of them will weigh a deca- 
gramme. As the kiloliter is a cubic meter, 
the key to the measure of length is also the 
key to measures of capacity. Any person, 
therefore, who is fortunate enough to own a 
five cent nickel may carry in his pocket the 
entire metric system of weights and 
measures, 
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A Uniform Standard of Value. 


Mr. Morton, of New York, introduced a 
bill in the House March 29th, to secure a 
uniform standard of yalue. The text of the 
bill is as follows : 

Wuervas. Under the constitutional 
power to coin money and regulate the value 
thereof Congress has established a common 
unit of value and provided for the free coin- 
age of gold coins conforming thereto, and 
has further provided for the coinage of the 
standard silver dollar, which is intended and 
ought to be the equivalent of the said unit 
of value; therefore, in order to secure and 
forever maintain the equality of the said 
standard silver dollar with the unit of value, 
be it enacted, that the gold and silver coins 
of the United States, which are a full legal 
tender, shall hereafter be interchangeable at 
their lawful value, either for the other, on 


demand of any holder thereof, at the office | 


of the Assistant Treasurer in the city of New 
York, when presented in sums of one hun- 
dred dollars or multiples thereof, and it shall 
be the duty of the Secretary of the Treasury 
to provide for such interchange an1 to cause 
to be coined such amount of standard silver 
dollars as may be necessary from time to 
time in order to meet the demand for such 
dollars, and that all provisions of the law 
fixing or limiting the amount to be coined 
as such standard silver do!lars be and the 
same are hereby repealed,

them, sends them out as good Americans, to 
do the same services to us, that they have 
performed for our forefathers in the old 
world, hundred of years ago. The most re- 
markable feat about this remelting of coins, 
is that they will most likely be treated in 
the same manner, should they return 
to Europe. All European governments 
(with exception of Eugland, which coun- 
try finds a sufficient supply in Austra- 
lia.) depend on the U.S. for their precious 
metals. All the Silver money now in cir- 
culation in the U S. does not cover the 
value of the property owned by 3 families in 
New York City, namely Astor, Vanderbilt 
and Stewart. Several inquire, why do you 
pay such high prices for certain dates, We 
can only say we pay what we offer, and if 
fine, more. Some write, I havea Dollar of 
1798, 99, or Half Dollar 6, 7 8, to 14, 16 all 
dates to 1836, with 50 cents or Half Dollar 
on edge; Old Dimes and Half Dimes and 
all old copper cents except the dates on my 
list. For Half Cents, if not on our list, it is 
not rare, no sale or. demand for them. If 
anybody offers you more than our prices sell 
them right cff, it will save you postage, risk 
ani long delay. We are absent every month 
three to ten days, after we return it may be 
three days before we come to your letter; 
so don’t be offended after you have enclosed 
a3cent stamp to get an answer ona half 
written and half printed postal card. We 
don’t wish to make money out of correspon- 
dents, but we cannot afford to lose much 
time in reading or answering long letters, 
and besides our stationery costs something. 


How To Get AN Answer. Take postal 
card, address it, or a post-paid envelope ad- 
dressed to yourself; write plainly, as we 
cannot take time to read badly written let- 
ters, or send me a rubbing of your coin.

The plates are rolled out before eutting into 
planchets and polished by hand to have a 
looking glass shine. The Die having a fine 
finished, extra sharp and polished edge is 
used for no other purpose. The Coins are 
afterwards struck on a hand press, with great- 
est care. If in the least defective they are 
thrown back into the melting pot. When 
finished, they are made up in what is called 
proof Sets of Silver, these are 1 Dollar, 4 
Dollar, } Doll. and Dime. Of Base proof 
sets there are the 5 and 3 cent nickel, and 
one cent bronze. The proof sets are sold to 
the Collectors at a large premium above 
their legal value, to cover the expense of 
preparing them, and are greatly sought after 
by the numismatic fraternity. After once 
soiled, or when they loose their looking glass 
shine, they are no longer called Proof Coins.

HOW TO CLEAN COINS. 


For Copper Coins; every Collector has his own 
method, we have tried several of them. First. beware 
of all acids; Soak them in Oil such as sweet, castor 
or cotton seed, or even fresh lard. Let them lay for 
a few days, then use a hard tooth or nail brush, wipe 
in a Chamois skin, avoid the brush if you can re- 
move the dirt with a Chamois, as the brush will 
wear the coin considerably, 

If very much corroded—black or green with ver- 
degris and you cannot remove the corrosion by 
soaking in Oil, then cover them with Ammonia for 
about 10 or 15 minutes and rub them well with the 
brush. 

FOR SILVER COINS—Use only soap and warm 
water, if that don’t do use Ammonia, 

TO COLOR COPPER COINS—To give Copper 
Coins « fine Olive color, coat the coin with oil, very 
little almost dry. Place iton a hot stove or grate, 
watch it closely, the instant it gets the desired color 
take it off. 

Persons trying the above receipt should*first ex- 
periment with coins of no numismatie value. As 
only practice will make perfect.
